Do you want to know how far a dollar bill travels? If so 
visit http:www.wheresgeorge.com. Then enter the series(year) 
and serial number of a dollar bill, and your ZIP code. IF the 
bill was entered before,m you will get a list of all of the cities 
where it has been. If i{ has not been entered before, it will begin 
to be tracked. You mark the bill by entering it at the Web address 
and send it on its way by spending it. Keep the dollar’s informa- 
tion handy and check the site often to see where your bill goes. 


The site keeps records of U. S. Paper money. Rather it 
keeps records of entries people post on the site. This way, people 
can see a running list of money they have had, telling where it’s 
been and how long it took to go there. 


The site also keeps track of the number of users, bills and 
total worth of currency that people have registered there, updating 
several times daily. As of last May, 266,438 users had entered 
3,797,706 bills, adding up to $22,700.241.

HINTS on what to do in case of power failure 


The freezer compartment should be opened ONLY if absolutely 
necessary and then for the shortest possible time. 

A full freezer will stay at a satisfactory temperature for about 
two days 

IF the power will be off for several days, purchase dry ice or 
take frozen foods to a commercial freezer or locker. 

If food is partially thawed, but still has some ice crystals, it 
usually can be refrozen. However, fish, meats and other foods 
in cream sauces, frozen dinners, cream cakes and cream pies are 
best used immediately or discarded : 

IF food is completely thawed, but still cold to the touch, use it 
immediately, or discard it. 

(I hope none of us have to use these hints, but I did learn 
something....)

JULY 4, 1826: ONE OF THE GREAT 


HISTORICAL COINCIDENCES OCCURS 
BY James Taylor 


This entire week will be one long birthday party for our nation. When you are 
222 years old and still going strong, why not celebrate! And with all the 
hoopla, is it any wonder that one of the great coincidences of history is all 


but forgotten? The event we're talking about happened exactly 50 years to 
the day after the Declaration of Independence was signed. 


We learned in school that the Declaration of Independence was written by 
Thomas Jefferson, one of the most revered men in our nation’s history. 
What we may not remember is that it was John Adams who led the debate 


for ita adoption by the Continental Congress. It was Adams who convinced 
a majority of the delegates to approve the radical document during that 
sweltering Philadelphia summer. 


Jefferson went on to found the University of Virginia and to become the 
nation’s first Secretary of State and its third President. Adams became 


the nation’s first Vice President under George Washington, and then took 


over for Washington as the nation’s second President. Who was Adams vice 
president? None other than Jefferson. 


By 1809, both Adams and Jefferson had retired to their estates to live out 
their final years - Adams at Quincy, and Jefferson at Monticello. Then, on 
July 4, 1826, exactly 50 years to the day after the Declaration of 


Independence was first issued - both its author, Thomas Jefferson, and its 
greatest proponent, John Adams, died.

You see his portrait on tne nickel every day. He's been aracing it for more 
than GO years. He also appeared on the nation’s first gold comrnemorative 
coin, the Louisiana Purchase gola dollar, isguea in 1903, the 100" 


anniversary of the Louisiana Purchase. But even though he was one of our 


founding fathers, John Adams has yet to be honored on any of our coins or 
paper money.

CALIFORNIA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION 


The two landmark structures illustrated on the reverse of the U.S. com- 
‘\ memorative half dollar issued in 1935-36 in conjunction with the Califor- 
’ nia-Pacific International Exposition held at Balboa Park in San Diego, 
.California, are the Chapel of St. Francis and the California Tower. They were 
contributed to the world's fair by the State of California. The exposition 
covered 1400 acres, and was. exceeded in size only by the Sesquicen- 
tennial Exposition held in Philadelphia in 1926. San Diego, a city favored 
by a beautiful setting and a mild equable climate, was also the site of 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition held in 1915-16 to eae the opening 

of the Panama Canal on August 15, 1914.

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CURRENCY OR WASTE PAPER 


by Clark S. Yowell 


This is the story of four million dollars in currency that missed 
becoming a medium of exchange by a matter of hours and instead 
became just so much waste paper. On March 2, 1933, California’s 
governor ordered a three-day bank closure and on March 9 came 
President Roosevelt’s national bank holiday. 


The San Diego Clearing House Association took steps to meet the 
crisis and ordered the printing of $4,000,000 in scrip, consisting of 
$1, $5, $10 and $20 bills from the Western Litho Co. 


In an article on the First National Bank of San Diego, Mary 
Harrington Hall, quoting Anderson Borthwick, said: “We were 
sorting it (the scrip) in our bank for all the banks at 2 a. m. when 
Belcher (F. J. Belcher) arrived at the bank and said ‘You'll never 
need to yse it.” He was right. We opened the next Gayiks 


On January 3, 1966, San Diego’s First National Bank opened for 
business in its new location, the city’s tallest skyscraper, but the 
$4,000,000 in scrip was still stored in the vaults at the old 
location. 


At this point, Scott J. Clem, long-time employee of the bank, was 
placed in charge of disposing of the scrip. Says Clem, “It took a 
crew of men a total of 17 hours to run the bills through a shredder 
and then burn them.” 


Clem is well known in local numismatic circles and it is due to his 
foresight that a small number of the bills were saved from 
destruction as reminders of a near bank panic 33 years ago.. 


This is a reprint of an article in ‘The Numismatist’ of August 
1967. A few of the SDNS members will no doubt remember both . 
Scott Clem and Clark Yowell. Al was fortunate enough to 
obtain some of these Clearing House Certificates, and I hope to 
find them, to display, before the next meeting.

ST. NICK BANK NOTES

As busy as he is during the holiday season, how did Santa Claus ever find 
time to pose for a series of bank notes in 19" century America? 


Soon the feast of St. Nicholas will be celebrated - a day when children awake 
to find gifts left in their shoes. 


In the mid 1800s, the Saint Nicholas bank in New York City released its own 
paper money bearing engraved images of Santa Claus delivering toys and 
sweets to good girls and boys. They’re known today as obsolete bank notes 
- and they were produced before paper money was officially introduced in 
the United States in the early 1860’s. 


The bank commissioned the whimsical notes from private printers in several 
denominations, including $3 bills. Because few records survive from these 
companies, we can only guess who created these animated engravings of St. 
Nick. 


Yes, Virginia, there once was a Saint Nicholas Bank $2 note. 


Like most obsolete currency, St. Nick notes are printed on one side only. 
Today, they’re highly sought as collectibles, both by paper money enthusiasts 
and Santa devotees. But because they’re paper, and not as durable as coins, 
the notes are often hard to find in good condition. 


Santa Claus also appeared on two other forms of money: checks, which were 
payable at the Saint Nicholas National Bank, and paper money, called 
notgelt. -Notgelt, which literally means emergency money, was issued 
primarily in Germany and Austria during World War I and in the years of 
hyper-inflation that followed the war. More than a dozen communities in 
Germany issued notgelt with Christmas themes, including four notes showing 
the bearded Kris Kringle. Three Austrian communities released Christmas 
notes as well - one of them featuring the jolly old elf with an array of toys and 


angels.
